There is plenty 
of natural sea gull diet for them. Fishing 
is good. But the gulls dont know 
how to fish and be self-supporting. In- 
stead they have learned to depend on 
the scraps tossed to them by the shrimp 
fleet. The fleet has moved to Key West— 
and didn’t take the gulls along. Through 
the years the birds became accustomed 
to the easy way of getting by. They had 
not been taught to fish by their parents, 
and they had not taught their offspring 
to fish. Now that they canot go on de- 
pending on the handout, they are in a 
pathetic situation. 

Some Christians are quite dependent 
on their surroundings to get along spirit- 
ually. If there is plenty of atmosphere 
provided, they can keep their testimony, 
but if they have to shift for themselves, 
so to speak, they soon weaken. 

It is wonderful to be among those 
of like precious faith. It is a blessing to 
be in gatherings of those who worship in 
the manner to which we are accustomed. 
The things of heaven can seem very real 
when the service is on and all are agreed. 
The worth of fellowship in meetings, in

Across the way stands the chapel and 
classroom building. Upon entering one 
is first impressed with the spaciousness 
of the rooms. There will be no crowding, 
or poor light, or stale air, or acoustic 
problems. The very large window area 
in each room is wonderful indeed. And 
not least is the restful green of the tall 
trees just outside and all about the build- 
ing. Truly a teacher’s joy and student’s 
opportunity! These classrooms will be 
appreciated by all. In the chapel which 
stretches all across the front the centrol 
feature is a huge fireplace, which repeats 
the lines and material of the one first 
described.

As we stand on its threshold, 
our hearts are filled with confidence for 
the future. And Jookine back, we can 
only say, “The Lord hath done great 
things for us, whereof we are olad.” 
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When God said to Adam, after Adam 
had sinned, “Dust thou art, and unto dust 
shalt thou return’, He did not speak of 
the spirit He had breathed into the man 
He had created but of the body that the 
spirit dwelt in. Man’s body had been 
made out of the dust of the ground, and 
so could return to its original form, but 
the spiric nad come trom God, and so 
at the dissolution of the body must re- 
turn to God. Mark the 7th verse of this 
passage I am undertaking to expound: 
“Then shall the dust return to the earth 
as it was, and the spirit shall return to 
God who gave it.” It will be noted that 
the body, which is the home or house of 
the spirit of man while he resides here 
on earth, is spoken of as “the dust” for the 
reason that, at the beginning, it was 
made out of dust and is therefore des- 
tined to return to dust. 

But the fact that the body is spoken 
of as dust does not indicate that is should 
not be regarded as important. The body 
is important as long as it is inhabited by 
a living soul, or, rather, as long as a 
human spirit dweils within it, and man, as 
a result of that indwelling spirit, is a liv- 
ing soul. The body is a most marvelous 
piece of mechanism. Man has been able 
to produce many wonderful pieces of 
machinery. Some of the machines he has 
made secm aimost human in that they 
seem to pe abie to think, but they are 
wonder: only because they have been 
made by a wonderful man, who is won- 
derful oniy because he is the product of 
a wonderrul God, and in making them he 
has used the genius God has given him. 

The human body, if not diseased, or 
worn out as a resuit or abuse or oid age, 
operates with perfect precision, and is 
perfectly adapted to meet the needs of 
each of us. An eye specialist in London 
pointed out what he characterized as 
the flaws of the human eye, and then 
said, “Why, I can make a better eye than 
God has made.” “Yes,” exclaimed the 
noted Dr. W. L. Watkinson, “he can make 
a better eye than God has made, but you 
can't see out of it!” It can be safely said 
that there is no part of the human body 
that is not perfectly adapted to perform 
the function it was made by God to per- 
form, and the failure of our various 
bodily organs to perform their functions 
perfectly is very frequently due to the 
fact that they have been abused or their 
proper care has been neglected. 

This passage of Scripture that we are 
to consider has been frequently read or 
referred to, but it seems likely has been 
very inadequately understood by the av- 
erage reader. It is poetic in form, and the 
insight and understanding of a poet are 
needed in order that it may be interpret- 
ed and understood. God has very grac- 
iously endowed me with a measure of 
poetical talent, and so, as a poet, I am 
undertaking the exposition of this ex- 
quisite composition wh ch appears to 
have been the very last of the writings of

An Exposition of Ecclesiastes 12:1-7

Solomon who as a poet of the very first 
order and whose songs, we are told, were 
a thousand and five. 


There is a connection that is likely not 
to be noted by the average reader be- 
between the closing verses of the preced- 
ing chapter and the opening verses of 
lic Passage we are considering, In the 
closing verses of the preceding chapter 
the young man is warned that if he re- 
joices in his youth—not in God or godli- 
ness, but in himself, in his youth,—and 
lets his heart, unregenerated as it may 
be, cheer him in the days of his youth, 
and walks in the ways of his heart, and 
in the sight of his eyes, he will in due 
time have to pay the penalty, for he shall 
be brought into judgment. So the wise 
man gives him this advice, “Therefore 
put away sorrow from thy heart, and evil 
irom thy flesh: for childhood and youth 
are vanity.” The young man, instead of 
rejoicing in his youth, should recognize 
the fact that it is vanity, and therefore 
not worthy of being rejoiced in, and he 
should put away the sorrow that will 
surely follow walking after his own heart 
and the evil that will accrue by walking 
in the sight of his own eyes, by remem- 
bering his Creator in the days of his 
youth. 


Note the fact that the exhortation is 
to rememver his Creator. tle was created 
by God, by the triune God, by Elohim, 
and was created in the divine image, and 
therefore a triune personality, consisting 
of spirit, soul and body. Turning to Gen- 
esis, the first chapter, we read, “And 
Elohim said, Let us make man in 
Our image, after Our likeness: . . . . So 
Elohim created man in His own image, 
in the image ot Etohim created He him.” 
Gen. 1:26, 27. To remember the Creator, 
then, is to remember Father, Son and 
Holy Spirit, and to bring oneself into sub- 
mission and subjection unto the Father 
who operates in hearts and lives through 
the Son in the person of the Holy Ghost. 


“Remember now thy Creator,’—do not 
wait until a year from now, or ten years 
from now, or twenty years from now, 
—but now, “in the days of thy youth,” or, 
as it might be rendered, in the flower of 
thy age, or in the prime of thy early man- 
hood, “when the evil days come not, nor 
the years draw nigh when thou shalt say, 
I have no pleasure in them.” Those evil 
days will come, those years will surely 
draw nigh, if God is neglected, if His 
laws are ignored, if the things of this 
world and of this life are allowed to 
engross the attention of that immortal 
spirit that dwells within us, and that has 
been made for God and must be restless 
until it rests in God. 


“While the sun, or the light,” by which 


is doubtless meant the artificial light, of 
the candle or of the gas jet, or of the 
electric lamp, “or the moon, or the stars 
be not darkened,” that is, before the eye- 
sight begins to fail, as it is very likely to 
begin to fail with advancing age. 


“Nor the clouds return after the rain.” 
They cannot return unless they first 
leave, and the time is likely to come 
when a settled condition will have been 
reached: it will be cloudy all the time. 
However, in the Revised Version, and in 
Motfatt and Goodspeed, as well as in the 
Jewish Version, we read, not nor but 
and —‘“and the clouds shall return af- 
ter the rain.” The meaning is evidently 
the same, whichever way it is translated. 
If there seem to be indications that the 
stormy day is to give place to a clear day, 
and that a more settled and favorable 
condition is about to prevail, the hope 
based upon the apparent prospect is 
doomed to be dashed to pieces, for the 
clouds immediately return, and the bad 
weather continues uninterrupted. We 
understand, of course, that we are deal- 
ing with poetry, and that these are fig- 
ures of speech. We are not dealing with 
tae probiem that the Weather bureau 
deals with. 

“In the day when the keepers of the 
house’—the house is the human body, 
and the keepers are the hands and arms 
-‘shall tremble, and the strong men’— 
the legs — “shall bow themselves, and 
the grinders’—the teeth—“shall cease be- 
cause they are few, and those that look 
out of the windows’—the eyes—“shall be 
darkened.” Eyesight that was failing has 
now completely failed; there is blindness. 
“And the doors shall be shut in the 
street.” The word rendered “streets” is 
singular, and means “street” rather than 
“streets,” and should be so rendered, as 
in most modern versions. The figure 
“doors” spoken of here are meant the 
mouth and ears, particularly the ears, 
Deafness has crept on. 


“And he shall rise up at the voice of 
the bird.” The nerves are now so racked 
that even the song or the chirping of the 
bird is distributing, and he is caused by 
it to rise up. So the cage with the canary 
in it must be carried out into another 
room, or the bird must in some way be 
silenced. “And all the daughters of music 


shall be brought low.” By “the daughters 
of music” are meant musical instruments. 
The radio must be turned off; the piano 
must not be played. All musical instru- 
ments must be silent. 

“Also when they shall be afraid of that 
which is high.” Youth does not fear 
heights; in the strength and vigor of 
early manhood there is a disposition to 
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ascend summits, to climb mountains, to 
stand upon dizzy precipices, but that 
time has now gone. “When they shall be 
afraid of that which is high, and fears,” 
or, apprehensions, “shall be in the way; 
and the almond tree shall flourish,’ that 
is, the hair on the head shall become 
white with age. Moffatt puts the in- 
*erprctation into his tronslation. and ren- 
ders the text here, “when his hair is al- 
mond gray.” “and the grasshopper shall 
be a burden.” What in the days of youth 
or early manhood was no task at all has 
now become a burdensome undertaking 
from which the tottering old man 
shrinks; the grasshopper has become a 
burden. “And desir2 shall fail.” All natur- 
“1 des’re, such, for instance. as the desire 
for food or that desire which has been 
implanted by the Creator the object of 
which is the perpetuation of the race; or, 
rorhaps. princinallv. “the desire af tho 
_ flesh and of the mind” (Eph. 2:3). These 
desires when indulged, in the course of 
time fail to produce satisfaction, even 
temporary enjoyment, and the indulger, 
having become satiated with them, will 
confess that they have failed. And the 
reason is that the day is at hand when 
the man shall go to his long home, and 
the mourners shall go about the streets. 
“Or ever the silver cord be loosed, or 
the volden bowl be broken, or the pitcher 
be broken at the fountain, or the bowl 

_ becken ct the cistern.” By “the <ilver cord” 
is meant the spinal cord; by the “golden 
bowl” the head and skull; by “the pit- 
cher at the fountain” the heart which 
numns the blood through the veins and 
arteries from every part of the body, and 
then pours it out as from a pitcher, that 
it may go out to every part of the human 
frame, carrying with it its vitalizing in- 
fluence, for “the life of the flesh is in the 


blood” (Lev. 17:11). It was not until). 


1628 that Harvey discovered the circula: 
tion of the blood, and it was regarded as 
a most notable discovery, but Solomon 
knew about it away back there in the 
day when he lived and wrote, or, per- 
hans it would be more proper to sav that 
the Holy Spirit knew about it, and that 
Solomon, writing what the Holy Spirit 
dictated, wrote what he did not compre- 
hend. and it may be he was puzzled by 
what he had written. However, knowing 
that the Spirit had inspired him to thus 
write he left what he had written just as 
it was. 

By “the cistern” is meant the stomach, 
and by “the wheel” the digestive ap- 
partus by means of which the food that 
is taken into the stomach is digested, that 
is, transmitted into bone and blood and

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muscle, and the other constituent ele- 
ments of the body. All of us have seen 
one or more of those great stone wheels 
that used to be made use of to crush the 
grain and get it ready for food. They are 
still in use in some parts of the world. 

When “the wheel is broken at the cis- 
tern,” or, in other words, when the diges- 
tive organs refused any longer to digest 
the food that is taken into the stomach, 
death ensues. And so we read: “Then 
shall the dust return to the earth as it 
was, and the spirit shall return to God 
“rho gave it.” 

Ry “the dust™ is meant the human 
body. It was made out of the ground, is 
sustained by the ground, and must re- 
turn unto the ground out of which it 


was originally taken. But that part of man 
which came from the breath of God will 
live on and on, will live eternally, in a 
state of blessedness or in a state of alien- 
ation from God, “where the worm dieth 
not and the fire is not quenched.” I leave 
these words that came from the lips of 
the Master without any attempt to try to 
tell what they mean. 

“The svirit shall return unto God who 
gave it.” He will dispose of it in harmony 
with His own justice and His own good- 
ness. “Shall not the Judge of all the e- rth 
do right?” 

Let each of us so live that the Judge 
in that day shall be able to say, “Well 
done; enter thou into the joy of thy 
Lord.”

This noem appeals to human nature 
for man knows no better wav than his 
own works to rid himself of that which 
vexes and weishs him down. 

But God in His mercv has vrenared for 
us a strongebox unfailing, eternal, all- 
sufficient for our everv need. “Thou art 
my strong refuge” (Psa. 71:7): “Thou 
hast been a strong tower’ (Psa. 61:3). 
“Be Thou my strona habitation where- 
anto I may continually resort’? (Psa. 
71:3). “Be Thou my strona rock” (Psa. 
81:2). “Their Redeemed is strone: the 
Lord of hosts is His Nam2” (Jer. 50:34). 


The Lord would have us look unto 
Tesus, the great burden bearer. “Casting 
«ll your care unon Him: for He careth 
for you” (I Pet. 5:7). “Cast thy burdens 
nmmon the Lord, and He shall sustain thee 
He shall never suffer the richteous to 
he moved” (Psa. 55:22). “Surely He hath 
horne our griefs, and carried our sor- 
rows (Isa. 58:4). He will vive “the oil of 
jou for mourning, the varment of vraise 
for the spirit of heaviness” (Isa.

It 
is true that most of our troubles, whether — 
real or imaginary, center in self, and 
only in Him is deliverance. 

Let us look away from self unto our 
Xedeemer, the one altogether lovely. 
“Why art thou cast down, O my soul? and 
why crt thou disquieted in me? Hope 
thou in God for I shall vet praise Him 
‘or the help of His countenance” (Psa. 
AD). 

We may have sat down in triumph up- 
on our own boxes and laughed for we 
thought we had accomplished that to 
which we so greatly aspired; freedom 
from all that harasses in this life. How 
deceived we were! Our laughter soon 
turned into weeping, and when we be- 
came helpless, wounded, weak, stripped 
of all to which our hopes clung, like the 
man who fell among the thieves. He, 
the Good Samaritan, came just when we

Though we are very busy we are happy 
in this work, for the school is accomplish- 
ing something of lasting value. Recent ex- 
periences in class have caused us to real- 
ize more than ever the need for teaching. 

Some of the students have been preach- 
ing for a number of years, but when the 
subject of the Trinity was studied, some 
were shocked to discover this vital truth. 
And common among them was the belief 
that since they were Christians if they 
sinned it wasn’t their fault; rather, it was 
Satan’s fault. Many more surprising 
things could be mentioned that would 
point out that without teaching, our 
primitive Christians can go far astray in 
erroneous doctrines. 

Two broken springs and two blowouts 
were the cause of our low spirits as we 
were returning from Ougadougou in 
Mossi land after having chauffeured 
Brother Garlock there to meet his plane.

Needless to 
say we forgot about our troubles when 
we saw that in less than three years an- 
other heathen town had been conquered 
for the Lord by a humble consecrated 
native.

As the 
newcomers are well acquainted with the 
Spanish language, they enjoyed every 
part of the welcome service.

We should be ashamed of the fact that 
a land of idolatry like India is more 
awake to the seriousness of the liquor 
menace than we are in so-called Chris- 
tian America. 
New Jet Fighters 

The air force is equipping late model 
jet fighters with new automatic devices 
which will track enemy bombers through 
night skies or bad weather, shoot them 
down, then bring the pilot home for a 
landing. Into the new models are pro- 
visions for automatic flight, automatic 
tracking of the enemy, automatic firing 
and automatic approach to a landing 
after the battle. After taking off, the 
pilot will be guided by a ground radar 
network to the area where his plane’s 
radar can pick up the enemy. There 
the automatic devices will take over, 
putting the interceptor on the correct 
course to close with the bomber and 
firing its weapons at the right moment. 
Percentage of Smokers 

The percentage of smokers in age 
groups are : 16 to 17 years - 31.5 men, 
12.8 women; 18 to 25 years - 73.2 men, 
40.4 women; 26 to 35 years - 79.8 men, 
47.8 women; 36 to 44 years - 82.4 men, 
39.5 women; 45 years and older 70.6 
men, 18.8 women.

500 MPH Camera 

An air force fighter says a new camera 
in a jet airplane flying at 500MPH took 
a picture of a man playing cards on 
the ground so clear “you could read 
the ace of spades.” The new camera is 
canable of taking clear pictures from 
a low flying plane traveling 3,000 miles 
per hour—if such a speed were attain- 
able. The camera uses moving film do- 
ing away with the conventional type of 
shutter. 
Bomber Price Soaring 

Consider airplane prices. The mightv 
8th Air Force made a shambles of Ger- 
many with B-17 Flying Fortresses that 
cost $238,000 apiece. Today the 8th is 
flying B-36 superbombers bought at 
$5.757,584 a copy. The F-89 jet night 
fighter which the Air Force is buying 
costs $1,278,125 each, and the F-5] Mus- 
tang which was bought in World War 
II cost $55,000 each. Other jet fighters 
costs range from $321,000 to $881,000. 
Fynloding Star 

The 200-inch Hale telescope has dis-

Crime Should Not Pay, 
But Figures Raise Doubts 

Walter R. Gordon, chairman of the 
California Adult Authority speaking be- 
fore the Sacramento Rotary Club, point- 
ed out that last year there were in round 
fioures, 100,000 arrests in this state for 
the commission of felonies. But of these 
only 15,000 defendants were brought 
to trial, 12,000 were. convicted and only 
3,000 eventually reached state’s prison. 
In other words,, a mere three per cent 
of these arrested for the more serious 
category of crimes ever found themselves 
behind the bars of a penitentiary. The 
mathematics could be carried to an even 
greater extreme when it is considered, 
on the basis of Gordon’s figures, that 
the perpetrators of 80 per cent of the 
crimes in California are never appre- 
bended. Thus. the difference between 
the number of working criminals and 
the number who ultimatelv are imnris- 
oned becomes enormous and disturbing. 
Tn fact, if one wanted to take the 
number of persons arrested for all forms 
of wrons-doine—600.000 in all last vear 
--and those reaching prison. the per- 
centage is just one half of one per 
cent. 
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Murderer Baptized 

Hand-cuffed to a minister and suarded 
hv the sheriff and ten armed deputies 
Harrv Burdette. who viciously stomned 
a man to death last summer while drunk. 
was baptized in the cold waters of a 
creek near Charleston, W. Va. Formerly 
a pool-hall svembler, he had repented 
and accepted the Lord Tesus Christ as 
his Saviour. His electrocution was sched- 
uled for April 14. After accenting Christ 
he nersuaded seven fellow-prisoners to 
do likewise.
